LIFE ON THE OCEAN. 


Ben Hunter sends us the following 
ccount of his trip from San Francisco 
o New York: 


NEW YOEK, May 4th, 1879. 


Left San Francisco April 5th, at 12:35 
. M. on steamer Granada, Captain 
iaverly, for Panama; 44 cabin and 23 
teeragi passengers, 1,993 tons of 
reight and $399,879 treasure. 
April 


th, 3 p. M., exchanged signals with 
teamer City of Panama, bound north; 
ipril 10th, 6 p. M., passed Cape St. 
iucas; April llth arrived nt Mazatlan 
nd took on 50 tons of freight, 5 cabin 
ud 2 steerage passengers; sailed at 1 
. M. and arrived at San Bias April 12th 
t 1:20 A. M.; weather very hazey, and 
•e had some trouble finding port; left 1 
abin passenger and 26 tons of freight; 
ailed at 5:30 A. M. Arrived April 13th 
t Manzanello, discharged 35 tons of 
reight and received about the same and 
theatre comique troupe of 25 persons 
rom City of Mexico, and 6 passengers 
or Accupulco; sailed at 6:40 A. M. 
Lpril 14th, 10 A. M., arrived at Accu- 
iulco, discharged 65 tons of freight and 
ransferred 204 tons to steamer Salva- 
lor; sailed at 8 A. M. April lath; April 
6th exchanged signals with sttj.ni(.L.j 
Jhina and Colorna, both bound north; 
April 17th, 2 p. M., arrived at San Jose 
)e Gantamala. Had to wait for some 6 
lours for launch to get along side for 
mssengers and freight; left onr com- 
que troupe and 4 passengers, 2 for the 
city of Gautamala, 90 miles in the in- 
erior; sailed at 5:30, April 19th ar- 
rived at La Libertad; sailed at 6:45 A. M. 
'or Punta Arenas, and arrived there 
April 20th at 12 M. Had to wait some 6 
lours to get the Mexican Custom House 
officials woke up (Easter Sunday had a 
big drink), discharged 2:40 tons of 
'reight, sailed at 6:30, passed Cape 
Malo at 6 A. M. and arrived in Panama 
jay at anchor at 4 P. M.—all well. 


Had a pleasant trip; Mrs. Hunter sick 


all the way; but your humble servant 


:ook in every meal they put in sight; 
DUt sometimes we had to herd the grub 
up in one corner on the floor and hang 
to it to keep it within bounds. 


Things looked somewhat bilious in 


Panama. They killed some 35 or so 
and wounded more, but those we saw 
did not need shooting, you could knock 
them down with a feather. We stayed 
in Panama until the morning of the 
24th; took the 7 A. M. train for Aspin- 
wall vin. Panama Rp.ilroncl; arrived at 
12 and sailed the same morning for New 
York by steamer Crescent City. Had a 
ueavy head wind the first 5 days; could 
not see the sun. On the eve of the 
29th we sighted San Domingo. The 
next morning sailed along the Island of 
Cuba; from that time had splendid 
weather and arrived here safe and sound 
at 9 A. M., May 3d, making the trip in 
29 days. Mrs. H. sick as usual from 
Panama to New York. I send you 
copies of the Panama Star and Herald, 
with the accounts of the riot in Panama. 
Our compliments to all in Reno. Will 
try to get back some time in July. Leave 
here for Washington on ths 7th.
